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AN ACT in relation to public health.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The OCrematory Regulation Act is anmended by
changing Sections 5, 10, 35, 55, and 60 and by adding
Sections 11, 11.5, 12, 13, 14, 19, 22, 62, 62.5, 62.10,
62. 15, and 62.20 as fol |l ows:

Sec. 5. Definitions. As used in this Act:

"Alternative container"” neans a receptacle, other than a
casket, in which human remains are transported to the
crematory and placed in the cremation chanber for cremation.
An alternative container shall be (i) conposed of readily
conbustible materials suitable for cremation, (ii) able to be
closed in order to provide a conplete covering for the human
remains, (iil) resistant to | eakage or spillage, (iv) rigid
enough for handling with ease, and (v) able to provide
protection for the health, safety, and personal integrity of
crematory personnel.

"Aut horizing agent" means a person legally entitled to
order the cremation and final disposition of specific human
remai ns.

"Body parts" neans |linbs or other portions of the anatony
that are renoved froma person or human remains for nedica
purposes during treatnent, surgery, biopsy, autopsy, or
medi cal research; or human bodies or any portion of Dbodies
that have been donated to science for nedical research
pur poses.

"Burial transit permt" nmeans a permt for disposition of
a dead human body as required by Illinois |aw

"Casket" means a rigid container that is designed for the
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encasenent of human remains, is usually constructed of wood,
metal, or like material and ornanmented and lined with fabric,
and may or may not be conbusti bl e.

"Change of ownership" neans a transfer of nore than 50%
of the stock or assets of a crematory authority.

"Conptroller” neans the Conptroller of the State of
I11inois.

"Cremated remains" neans all human renmains recovered
after the conpletion of the cremation, which may possibly
include the residue of any foreign matter including casket
material, bridgework, or eyeglasses, that was cremated wth
t he human remai ns.

"Cremation"” nmeans the technical process, using heat and
flame, that reduces human remains to bone fragnents. The
reduction takes place through heat and evaporation. Crenmation
shal | i ncl ude t he processi ng, and may include the
pul veri zation, of the bone fragnents.

"Cremation chanber"” means the encl osed space w thin which
the cremation takes pl ace.

"Cremation internment container” nmeans a rigid outer
container that, subject to a cenetery's rul es and
regul ations, is conposed of concrete, steel, fiberglass, or
sonme simlar material in which an urn is placed prior to
being interred in the ground, and which is designed to
wi t hstand prol onged exposure to the elements and to support
the earth above the urn.

"Cremation room neans the roomin which the cremation
chanmber is |ocated.

"Crematory" neans the building or portion of a building
t hat houses the cremation roomand the holding facility.

"Crematory authority" nmeans the legal entity eor-the
aut hort zed- -representative--of--the--legal--entity which is

and to performcremations.
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"Department” nmeans the |Illinois Departnment of Public
Heal t h.

"Final disposition" means the burial, cremation, or other
disposition of a dead human body or parts of a dead human
body.

"Funeral director" neans a person known by the title of
"funeral director", "funeral director and enbal mer", or other
simlar words or titles, licensed by the State to practice
funeral directing or funeral directing and enbal m ng.

"Funeral establishnent” neans a building or separate
portion of a building having a specific street address and
| ocation and devoted to activities relating to the shelter,
care, custody, and preparation of a deceased human body and
may contain facilities for funeral or wake services.

"Hol ding facility" nmeans an area that (i) 1is designated
for the retention of human remains prior to cremation, (ii)
conplies with all applicable public health |[aw, (rit)
preserves the health and safety of the crematory authority
personnel, and (iv) is secure from access by anyone other
than authorized persons. A holding facility may be | ocated
in a cremation room

"Human remai ns" neans the body of a deceased person,
i ncl udi ng any form of body prosthesis that has been
permanent|ly attached or inplanted in the body.

"Ni che" means a conpartnent or cubicle for t he
menori alization and permanent placenent of an urn containing
cremated renains.

"Processing" nmeans the reduction of identifiable bone
fragnents after the conpletion of the cremation process to
uni dentifiabl e bone fragments by manual or nechani cal neans.

"Pul veri zation" nmeans the reduction of identifiable bone
fragnents after the conpletion of the cremation process to
granul ated particles by manual or mechani cal neans.

"Scattering area" nmeans an area which may be designated
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by a cenetery and |ocated on dedicated cenetery property
where cremated remai ns, which have been renoved from their
container, can be mxed with, or placed on top of, the soi
or ground cover.

"Tenporary container” neans a receptacle for cremated
remai ns, usually conposed of cardboard, plastic or simlar
material, that can be closed in a manner that prevents the
| eakage or spillage of the cremated renains or the entrance
of foreign material, and is a single container of sufficient
size to hold the cremated renmains until an urn is acquired or
the cremated remains are scattered.

"Un" nmeans a receptacle designed to encase the crenmated
remai ns.

Sec. 10. Establishnment of crematory and |I|icensing
Fegistration of crematory authority.

(a) Any person doing business in this State, or any
cenetery, funeral establishment, corporation, partnershinp,
joint venture, voluntary organization or any other entity,
may erect, nmaintain, and operate a crematory in this State
and provide the necessary appliances and facilities for the
cremation of human remains in accordance with this Act.

(b) A crematory shall be subject to all local, State,
and federal health and environnental protection requirenents
and shall obtain all necessary licenses and permts fromthe
Departnent, the federal Departnent of Health and Human
Services, and the Illinois and f eder al Envi r onnment al
Protection Agencies, or such other appropriate |ocal, State,
or federal agencies.

(c) A crematory may be constructed on or adjacent to any
cenetery, on or adjacent to any funeral establishnent, or at

any other |ocation consistent with |ocal zoning regul ations.

(d) An application for |licensure registration as a
crematory authority shall be in witing on fornms furnished by
the Conptroller. Applications shall be acconpanied by a fee
of $50 and shall contain all of the follow ng:

(e) Each crematory authority shall file an annual report

with the Conptroller, acconpanied with a $25 fee, providing

(i) an affidavit signed by the owner of the crematory

authority that at the tine of the report the cremati on devi ce

was in proper operating condition, (ii) the total nunber of

all cremations perforned at the crematory during the past

vear, (iii) attestation by the licensee that all applicable
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permts and certifications are valid, and (iv) either (A any

changes required in the information provided under subsection

(dy or (B) an indication tnditeating that no changes have

occurred. The annual report shall be filed by a crematory
authority on or before March 15 of each cal endar year, in the
Ofice of the Conptroller. If the fiscal year of a crematory
authority is other than on a cal endar year basis, then the
crematory authority shall file the report required by this
Section within 75 days after the end of its fiscal year. The
Comptroller shall, for good cause shown, grant an extension
for the filing of the annual report upon the witten request
of the crematory authority. An extension shall not exceed 60
days. If a crematory authority fails to submt an annual
report to the Conptroller within the tinme specified in this
Section, the Conptroller shall inpose upon the crematory
authority a penalty of $5 for each and every day the
crematory authority remains delinquent in submtting the
annual report. The Conptroller nmay abate all or part of the
$5 daily penalty for good cause shown.

(f) Al records required to be maintained under this

license registration and annual report of the crematory
authority required to be filed under this Section, shall be
subject to inspection by the Conptroller upon reasonable
noti ce.

(g) The Conptroller may i nspect crematory records at the

(2) a crematory device operator's certification of

training is conspi cuously displayed at the crematory;

(5) the crematory authority license issued by the

Comptroller is conspi cuously displayed at the crematory.

(h) The Conptroller shall issue licenses under this Act

to the crematories that are reqistered with the Conptroll er

as of July 1, 2003 wthout requiring t he previ ously

regi stered crenatories to conplete license applications.

(b) No license is transferable or assignable wi thout the

express witten consent of the Conptroller. A transfer of

nore than 50% of the ownership of any business |icensed under

this Act shall be deened to be an attenpted assi gnnent of the

license originally issued to the licensee for whom consent of

the Conptroller is required.

(c) Every license issued under this Act shall remain in

force until it has been surrendered, suspended, or revoked in

accordance with this Act. Upon the request of an interested

person or on the Conptroller's own notion, the Conptroller

may i ssue a new license to a |licensee whose |icense has been

revoked under this Act if no factor or condition then exists

whi ch would have warranted the Conptroller in originally

refusing the i ssuance of the |icense.

The Conptroller may reasonabl y

continue the hearing fromtine to tine. The Conptroller may
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subpoena any person or persons in this State and take

testinony orally, by deposition, or by exhibit, in the sane

manner and with the sane fees and mleage as prescribed in

j udi ci al proceedings in civil cases. Any authorized agent of

the Conptroller nay adnmnister oaths to w tnesses at any

hearing that the Conptroller is authorized to conduct.

(d) The Conptroller, at the Conptroller's expense, shal

provide a certified shorthand reporter to take down the

testi nbny and preserve a record of every proceeding at the

hearing of any case involving the refusal to i ssue a license

under this Act, the suspension or revocation of such a

license, the inposition of a nonetary penalty, or the

referral of a case for crinmnal prosecution. The record of

any such proceedi ng shall consist of the notice of hearing,

the conplaint, all other docunents in the nature of pl eadings

and witten notions filed in the proceeding, the transcript

of testinobny, and the report and orders of the Conptroller.

corporation, where the <corporation's registered office is

located. If the plaintiff in the judicial review proceedi ng

is not aresident of this State, venue shall be in Sanganpn

County. The provisions of the Adm nistrati ve Review Law and

any rul es adopted under it govern all proceedings for the

j udi ci al review of final adm ni strative decisions of the

Comptroller under this Act. The term "adm ni strati ve

decision" is defined as in the Adm ni strati ve Revi ew Law.

(b) The Conptroller is not required to certify the

record of the proceeding unless the plaintiff in the review

proceeding has purchased a copy of the transcript fromthe

certified shorthand reporter who prepared the record or from

the Conptroller. Exhibits shall be certified wi thout cost.

Section 99. Effective date. This Act takes effect on

July 1, 200S3.
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
